Precaution’ Taken 

Mr. Potter continued hig opening 
address begin yesterday. Apart 
from their legal duty, he said, the 
Treasury took every precaution. 
Competent officera . are” employed. 

. Trusted subordinates have carned 
the trust of the Hon. Mr, C. Mel. 
Messer, O.BE. (Colonial: .Trea- 
surer) in his many years. of ex- 
perience—until the | arrival ‘of 
Carvalho Yeo, he was the one black 
sheep in the fold, Mr. Potter added. 

It will be recalled that the Gov- 

‘ernment alleges that the Bank 
wrongfully debited its account with 
three cheques totalling the amount 
claimed also that the cheques are 
forgeries. The Bank denies the 
cheguaeg are forgeries and, in the 
statement of defence, alleges negli- 
gence on the part of the Govern- 
mont.

-“No Irregular Conduct” 
~ One.iz perfectly entitled to leave 
one's cheque book in a safe, even 
with the door open, said My, Potter,, 
in dealing with the procedure at 

_ the Treasury, And, at the Trea- 
sury, by no possibility, he stated, 
could a stranger have access to the 
office or steal cheques from the 
cheque book in the safe. 

Tsang On-wing, the cheque book 
clerk, said Mr, Potter, has 48 years’ 
unblemished service to his credit 
and several of these years. were 
served in the capacity of cheque 
book clerk at the Treasury. 

Literally, there is no evidence at 
all of irregular conduct at the Trea- 
sury, Mr. Potter submitted. 

No customer contracts with 
a bank to ‘take the  pre- 

cautions which the Hong Kong 
Bank alleges the Treasury 
should have exercised, Mr. Potter 
continued. - Nor’ is it incumbent 
to warn the Bank, there being no 
duty upon the individual to do so. 
If there is that duty imposed on a 
customer, it is of no use his saying 
that he did not know. The cus- 
tomer will be placed in an extra- 
ordinarily difficult position by a 
bank saying that he ought to have 
known. E 

“Asking for Trouble” 
. Reverting to the statement of 
defence, Mr. Potter explained that 
the Bank alleges that before or on 
Dee.

VIEWS + 
, LITVINOFF 1 PESSIMISTIC : 


Geneva, Yesterday. 

_ Mr. Hugh Gibson, United States 
delegate; in a’ speech before the 
Preparatory Disarmament Com- 
mittee maintained the previous 
American standpoint’ that the 
simplest, fairest, and most practical 
method of naval limitation was by 
tonnage and ‘by categories, 2 

However, as some other delega- 
tions did not agree to America’s 
modified thesis, the United States, 
in the hope of facilitating a general 
agreement was disposed to accept 
‘the French proposal as the basis of 
discussion, on. the understanding 
that all quantitative tonnages and 
re-adjustment of tonnages, a8 
among various categories, would be 


| reserved for discussion at the Final 


Conference. 

Meantime the United - States was 
prepared-to give full and friendly 
consideration to supplementary 
‘methods of limitation, realising 
that ‘the “essential, thing is the 
achievement of substantial results, 
and thdt methods are of secondary 


importance.” - 


Attitude Must Change 


Mr. Gibson added that he felt 
that effective limitation. was. im- 
possible unless all. classes of war 
vessels were included, moreover, 
genuine. disarmament. would only 
follow a changed attitude towards 
the use of force in. settlement of 
disputes. Hence he appealed “to 
delegates to examine the whole 
problem afresh, and seek that con- 
fidence which would enable them to 


dispense with armaments that had |. 


hitherto seemed so essential. 

He was authorised to state that 
the United States were willing to 
agree to any reduction of naval 
tonnage; however drastic, which left 
no type of war vessel unrestricted. 


Lord, Cushendun’s Reply 


* Lord Cushendun, in reply, said he}- 


was struck with Mr. « Gibson's 
friendly, conciliatory, and helpful 
spirit. Britain would endeavour to 
meet him.in exactly the same spirit. 

He considered Mr. Gibson’s state- 
ment to be important, and it would 
affect the whole work of the Com- 
mittee. . 

Britain absolutely agreed with 
shim on the point of reduction of 
armaments, . 

The French thesis mentioned 
embodied a speech by. M. Paul 
Boncour at the last session of the 
committee urging greater elasticity 
in the distribution of tonnage. 

Mr. Gibson’s and Lord Cushen- 
dun’s sentiments were cordially 
endorsed by Viscount Sato (Japan), 
M. Massigli (France), Signor 
De Marinis -(Italy}, and Mr. Rid- 
del! (Canada), 

Viscount Sato said that the 
Japanese Government was, studying 
the division of Naval armaments 
into categories and ‘he hoped to 
submit proposals later. M. Massi- 
gli declared that France was ready 
to examine the new American pro- 
posals in a spirit pf compromise

M. Litvinoff stated that - Mr. 
Gibson had gratifyingly enumeret- 
ed some of the Soviet principles, 
but his pessimism would not change, 
anless the. Committee's: work follow- 


+ed concrete -proposals. 


The Chairman, Herr Loudon, in 
winding up the discussions, was of 
opinion that the. important declara- 
tions of to-day would impart fresh 
energy to the work of the Com-

M. Piatakov’s' estimate of £150,~

This morning four Chinese were 
charged at the Central Magirtracy 
before Major C. Willson, O.B.E., 
with aiding and abetting certain 
Chinese constables in taking bribes 
from hawkers. ? 

Three of .the accused plead- 
ed guilty. One man — aaid 
that he was only acting for 
the firat accused. On being told 
that it amounted to aiding and abet- 
ting, he also pleaded guilty. 

Outlining the ‘facts of the case, 
Chief Detective Inspector Reynolds 
said that the four accused used to 
sit in different places at Hollywood- 
road. Hawkers, both licensed’ and 
unlicensed, would go up to either 
one of them once a week and hand 
over their “subscription.” In the 
ease Of a licensed hawker the weeldy 
sum would be eighty cents, and $1 
for an unlicensed hawker. 

The recipient of the money would 
take down the hawkers’. names 
and, in turn,- acquaint them. with 
the password for the week. It 
would seem that the hawkers mere- 
ly paid for the password and the 
protection which. went ,with it.

“THE CHINA MAIL, 


HATCH COVERS 


‘SHOULD THEY BE OF Woop 
OR STEEL 


EXPERT VIEWS 


‘There has been a reerudescence. of 
correspondence in some of the ship- 
Ping papers in connection with the 
subject of hatch covers. Mr, A. C. 
Hardy, BSc, A.M. Inst. N. 
acknowledged expert in ship construc- 
tion, contributes a yery fnteresting 
article to “The Journal of Commerce” 
on the subject. He says that lotsa of 
people have bad: things to say about 
wooden covers; many have’ good ideas 
for patent hatches,.but the fact re- 
mains that with few. exceptions, ship- 
owners seem to prefer to. keep to the 
old style of hatch. The British ship- 
owner,. all said and done, leads. the 
world in keeping up to date in modern 
developments as regards ship construc- 
tion, He has the advice of. experts in 


the form of his superintendents when. 


new ships are under construction.. As 


we look at it, therefore, there seems to- 


be some good reason for the old wooden 
hateh cover being retained, This type 
of hatch covering is expensive. in-more 
We noticed a letter 
fram an ex-Superintendent some time 
ago in the Press, in. which he set out 


to prove by figures the enormous loss 


in. tima@—and -consequently money— 
which was suffered by” the ordinary 
cargo steamer in the course of @ ycar 
in the handling of wooden hatchgs. His 
figures were certainly very formidable 
and were warranted to make the mosé 
sceptical think. Then there are the ex- 
pensive tarpaulins, to ‘say nothing of 
beams, wedges, . battens, etc. Mr. 
Hardy’ says that the alternative is a 
steel cover. The objection to the steet 
cover is that it is heavy, that it re- 
quires powerful winches to lift it and 
that when the cover is rnised it ob- 
structs the view of the men working the 
winches. Perhaps the most classic 
examples, he says, of hig steel hatch 
covers-are to be found on the big 20,600 
ton d.w. ore carriers “Svealand” and 
“Amerikland,” which runs between 
Sparrows Point, Maryland, and Cruz 
Grande, Chile. The big hatch covers 


to their ore holds are of steel-plate |: 


construction, semi-circular on -either 
side of a common centre line. These 
open upwards and provide facility for 
operation of grab buckets for rapid 
unloading at the terminals, These 
eovers—heavy and of steel though they 
are—are lifted by-ordinary hemp tackle 
with the aid of electric winches, one 
winch for each pair of hatches. “All 
the covers can be raised in about ten 
minutes: There is no encumbrance of 
hatch beams or covers on the deck, the 
hatch covers pre clear of the hold en- 


~| trance and out of everyone’s way until 


cargo handling -is completed. A few 
minutes and a little careful operation 
allow them to be lowered into position 
again. Watertightness is obtained by 
clamping down on thick rubber pads 
about 41%4-in. wide and 1%-in. thick 
round. the edge of the- hatch cover. 
Bolts fitting into cleats on the hatch 
make it’ possible to screw the covers 
down -tightly. ‘With the strength of 
the steel cover there is no danger of 
hatehes being stove in by heavy seas, 
however severe the pounding, Wi 


the tightness round the edges there-is- 


ossibility of cargo damage, of am 

kind. Such hatches are criticised for 
application to cargo vessels carrying 
case, package, or grain cargo, on the 
grounds that they are too cumbersome. 
There is a certain justification for. the 
criticism, as has been mentioned, on 
the grounds that the upstanding 
height of ‘the openhatch covers would 
interfere’ with the ordinary derricks 
‘|and winches. On the other hand, it is 
possible, with modern practice, to con- 
sider arrangements of derricks and 
winches, Certain lumber carriers on 
the Pacific North-West Coast, for in- 
stance, and a number of modern eargo 
ships with electric winches, have their 
derricks and winches raised, the space 
under the winch platforms being en- 
cased to form housings for the elec- 
trical resistarice and controllers, an ar- 
rangement which protects motors and 
electrical gear from many a swamping 
at sea, and gives the winchman in port 
a better view over the hatchways. 


LONDON TO N. Z. 


BY STEAMER IN 
31 DAYS 

A step forward in the elimination 
of space will be marked by the ar- 
tival of the four new Canadian Paci- 
fic “Duchess” steamers on the Atlan- 
tic this summer.

“WOOSUNG FORTS 
THE DEMAND. TO ‘SEARCH 
FOREIGN VESSELS 


SHANGHAI CONSUL'S PROTEST 


‘The alleged practice of foreign, ves- 


sels ignoring the warnings and signals 


of the Woosung Forts and entering, 


and ‘leaving port. has resulted. in‘a 
Note being addressed by: the Commis- 
sioner ‘of  Forcign: Affairs to the 
Senfor Consul, in. which the former 
states:— 

“According to information from 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
the Ministry of War, foreign vessels 
entering and leaving Woosung -fre- 
quently have ignored the signals and 
warnings of the Woosung. Fort. au- 
thorities to stop and submit-to search. 
I was ordered to notify ithe Consuls 
of the various 
that all vessels, foreign and Chinese, 
passing the Forts, must obey orders 
and stop for search. In accordance 
with these instructions and also. a re- 
quest from the commanding officer at 
the. Woosung Forts, I already have 
notified ~ou to this effect. 

“Your reply waa to the effect that, 
in 1927, whert fighting. broke out’ near 
Shanghai, the Consular Body agreed 
to permit Customs . officers and. thé 
Chinese authorities to search foreign 
vessels entering Woosung: under cer- 
tain conditions but that; as present 
conditions are quite -different, ‘the 
Consular Body at’ Shanighai-could not 
agree to order-foreign vessels to sub- 
mit theniselves to search by the Chin- 
ese authorities. : 

“Upon receipt of this reply, I at 
once .conveyed its contents to the 
Shanghai and Woosung Gendarmerie 
Commissioner and tha commanding 
officer at the Woosung Forts and I 
have now received o further letter 
from the latter officer . in which he 
saysi— 

“‘As a result of the unequal 
treaties, foreign vessels have been al- 
lowed’ to steam into the inland rivers 
of China. At the present time mili- 
tory campaigns have been brought to 
an. end but law-breakers and civil- 
characters have not been suppressed. 
Special ‘precautions, therefore, have 
ta be taken by us in ‘such’:matters, 
Woosung is the gateway to the capital 
and law-breakers and arms and opium 
smugglers have constantly “come to 
Shanghai in’ foreign vessels. For this 
reason, we are enforcing the regula- 

ions governing the search of incom- 

and outgoing vessels, 
—* ‘According to the Senior Consul’s 
reply, the Consular Body does not 
agree to permit Customs officers and 
Chinese authorities to search foreign 
vessels entering port for certain rea- 
‘bons, such as peace conditions at pre- 
sent and military operations in 1927. 

“We all know that our revolution- 
ary forces captured Kiangse and Che- 
kiang in 1927... . . .°The Consular 
Body's refusal to co-operate with us 
in permitting the search of foreign 
vessels is unreasonable. 

“Tn order, therefore, that special 
precautions may be taken to suppress 
evil characters and uphold the 
dignity -of ee eps Forts, 
you are to. notify 
the Consular Body en hereafter and 
until further ‘notice, all vessels, for- 
eign and Chinese, entering and leay- 
ing.port and passing the Forts,. must 
stop and obey the orders of those at 
the. Forts ‘and submit to. search.’ 

“I also have received:a letter from 
the Gendarmerie Commissioner -(con- 
tinues the Commissioner of Foreign 
Affairs) in which he says 
cannot agree with your statements 
ang asks me to lodge a strong pro- 
test 

In view of the. strategic. importance 
of the Woosung Forts, of the acti- 
vities of law-breakers and of prevali- 
ing rumours, I consider that the 
search of vessels entering. and, leav- 
ing port both useful and beneficial 
and have to notify you that all ves- 
sels, froeign and Chinese must sub- 
mit te search. 

“You are, therefore. requested to 
bring this matter up before your col- 
leagues and notify me accordingly.”

THE NAVAL FLEET 


The Fleet of the Future -was the 
aubject of a lecture given by Cap- 
tain J. D.. Creagh, R.N., at the Fol 


‘United Service Institution, _ 


future, he said, the Fleet ‘night have 
to operate in areas where distances 
were measured in thousands or tens 
of thousands of miles, as opposed to 
the hundreds of miles which had to 
be“considered in the late war. It 
would, therefore, 
future ‘ships ‘to possess greater mobi- 
it '—power to proceed when. and 

where necessary, and té maintain 
themselves there so long as requir- 


Describing the mcans by. which: air- 
craft could co-operate with the Navy, 
he said that so important was this 
weapon to the Fleet that it was diffi- 
cult to understand why the Fleet were 
not in complete contro] of their own 
naval air arm, ‘The. present. arrange- 
ment was as‘reasonable as for_the 
Royal Artillery to supply ships’ gans 
and to be responsible for -the train- 
ing of gun crews, 

In regard to the type bf capital 
ship necessary in the future, he sug- |. 


gested that Germany had. shown the |’ 


way with a 10,000-ton motor-driven 
vessel capable of 26 knots: Such a 
ship ‘could go from- London to Fre- 
mantle. at 20 knots and still have a 
margin.in hand, It seemed to him 
that the motor would ‘be the engine 
of the future and that the desired 
mobility was in sight. His idea of 
the Fleet of the future was .that it 
would consist of a much smaller type 
of capital ship of higher’ speed, 
“Battleship” would be a more suit 
able name for it, because on it the 
battle, if there was one, would de- 
pend, 

{ts auxiliaries “would consist of a 
smaller type of eruiser—probably two 
distinet types—aircraft carriers of 
new design and less vulnerable, and 
possibly surface torpedo carriers. It 
was very necessary that the Fleet 
should have freedom to use its powers 
without unnecessary restrictions, and 
it seemed resaonable for the Navy to 
have control of the weapons which 
were essential to it, It was’ neces- 
sory also to have ao real understand- 
ing and co-operation with other arms, 
while a close liaison with the Mer- 
chant, Navy was essential in the de- 
fenee of the Empire.

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RACING IN 


(To the Editor of the “China ’ ‘Mall."] 


Sir,—t had thought that the 
recent report of the regulations 
drawn up by the Canton. Muni- 
cipality, as appeared in the “Can- 
ton Gazette” of the 13th inst., 

. governing ;the construction of a 
race track in Canton would have 
evoked an avalanche of pointed 
criticism from the army of fol- 
lowers of the Sport of King, but 
in the absence of any comment in 
the Press—I do not remember 
having: seen any-—I can only pre. 
sume that the race enthusiaste 
here do not consider the fantastic 
ideasof our Canton friends too 
absurd to write about... : 

However, in the interests of the 
sport of horse racing I think race 

should commit their 
thoughts and opinions to paper in 
an endeavour to assist our friends 
up the river to form their race 
track and avoid the many pitfalls 
that await the preen-horn, for I 
do not believe there are very 
many in Canton really ‘keenly in- 
terested in. horse racing, and 
hardly one -in official circte who 
has even the haziest of ideas as 
to how a race track should be or- 
ganised and maintained, 

In the first’ place 1 think the 
authorities responsible fur the 
framing of those regulations 

. must have lost sight of the fact 
.that_horst racing is in no respect 
similar to the usual forms of 
gambling. On reading the rules 
that were published I gained the 
impression that this matter was 
treated much the same: as the 
Fantan gambling monopoly, judg- 
ing from the many really childish 
restrictions that it is sought to 
impose, To enable the sport ‘to 
‘be developed to its fullest extent 
it must not be. hedged around or 
tied down with irksome condi- 
tions. Our friends, in ,Canton 
should understand that the ex- 
pression “Sport of Kings” could 
not have been coined without 
‘some solid basis. 

Promoters and officials of race 
clubs the world over are men 
prominent in their respective 
communities, men of good stand- 
ing and repute, of impeccable 
character, In Hong Kong itself 
the list of stewards ofthe Jockey 
Club include the names of: many 
of the leaders of Hong Kong's 
society, and the name of Hong 
Kong’s Governor also appears in 
thé race book. 

One of the regulations stipulate 
that “in holding sweeps on the 
races, 80 per cent: of the gross 
proceeds from the sale of tickets 
is to-be returned as prizes, 10 per 
cent to be paid to the Govern- 
ment.” This leaves 10 per cent. 
only with which -to defray all ex- 
penses for the upkeep of the track 
and the organisation of the races. 
Anybody who has any inkling at 
all of how race tracks are run 
will know just how ridiculous this 
regulation appears. It ‘is a physi- 
cal impossibility to run'a track on 
10 per cent. only of the proceeds. 
Rut this is not all. I understand 
that: in. Canton there are many 
sorts of taxes which one has to 
pay, such as Amusement Tax, a 
Stamp Tax on tickets sold, and 
various sorts of surtaxcs, ete. 1 
doubt whether even a financial 
wizard would be able to: make a 
track cover expenses under this 
proviso, ang so long as this rule 
stands a race track will never 
materialise in Canton.

The Hankow Inter- 
national and foreign race courses 
are also in Chinese territory, but 
there is no undue interference in 
their operations. . 

Shanghai has more than three 
race courses, two of which are run 
by Chinese, and situated in Chin- 
esc territory, These tracks are 
also in a very healthy condition, 
and the frequent meetings are 
great attractions to the public. 
Here, again, there are no irksome 
restrictions imposed by the local 
authorities. 

-A word or two of advice to Can- 
ton would not be out of place 
Avoid interference and meddling 
with. business undertakings or 


any enterprise of a public ao

ter, and progress will ensue. 
pose restrictions, and all forms of 
advancement will be throttle. 
Interference — sometimes met 
with under, the guise of “super- 
vision” —is.a great menace that 
all too often kills development of 
public -commercial and . indus- 
trial enterprises as well as recon- 
struction work, and if the author-|_ 
ities are sincerely desirous of see- 
ing their country advance to the 
front rank of nations, then given

sure the absence of crooked deals. 


There is a Chinese saying which 


runs “Spare the cow her life and 
she will give you much milk.” 

‘Canton, although the birthplace 
of the great Kuomintang party 
that has successfully engineered 
the conclusion of the revolution, 
seems to be always backward and 
behind other provinces of China 
in the work of reconstruction,.I 
do not say that .econstruction is 
not in evidence, but I do say 
that progress is not made to-such 
an extent as one feels should be 
the case. This state of affairs, in 
my humble opinion, is due to no- 
thing but the childish restrictive 
measures and narrow-mindedness 
that has been exhibited on so 
many occasions during recent 
times, and( I fear, the present 
regime seems just as susceptible 
to these faults and errors as its 
predecessors, 

One ray of brightness emerges 
from the gloom, and that is His 
Excellency General Chan Ming- 
shu is at the head of affairs in 
Canton, though” at the present 
moment he is _hors-de-combat 
from recent injuries. He enjoys 
great popularity for his clarity of 
thought -and modern principles, 
and it would appear, then, that 
when he returns to active work, 
the ‘present stagnation may 
vanish before the driving force of 
his progressive ideas. 

It seems pertinent to mention 
that the writer is a keen sports- 
man, and a member of both the 
Shanghai and Hankow Chinese 
Jockey Clubs.. The opinions and 
criticisms expressed ‘herein are 
actuated by a genuine desire to 
see Canton and Kwong Tung. pro- 
gress, and 1 trust these views will

Works it is learned that the total

With ordinary types of re- 
ceiyers only one of these fuses is 
necessary, and it should be placed 
between the H. T. negative and the 
L. T. wiring. In all gets the.H. T.

If this connection is already 
made it should be broken, and the 
fuse inserted there: 

In sets which make use of screen- 
ed grid valves or pentodes addition-

NEED FOR ENFORCEMENT 


New York, Yesterday. 


A scathing indictment with re- 
ference to public insecurity in the 
United. Stateswas made by Pres. 
Hoover in a speéch at a luncheon 
-of the Associated Press. 

He declared that life and proper- 
ty in- the United States were less 
safe than in any other country in 
the world, . - 

‘There were 9,000 murders yearly 
in the Union and arrests made were 
only in half of +! fases and less 
thar one sixth off the cases of the 
slayers were cotvicted compared 
with Great Britain. 

Taking account of the difference 
in population there were 20 times 
as many murders in the United 
States and at least 50 times as many 
- robberies. 

Pres; Hoover admitted that Pro- 
hibition ‘had increased the volume 
of crime but that out of the total 
number of felonies last year under 
8 per cent. involved. the 18th 
amendment. 

"Two immediate problems of the 
Government were to investigate the 
existing agencies and the enforce- 
ment of the law and to reorganise

. Equivalent Values 

A very important matter laid 
down by Mr. Gibson was that of 
arriving at some system of equiva- 
lent values, based upon other fac- 
tors besides mere tonnage, such as 
speed. He (Lord Cushenden) did 
not like to say very Much upon that 
point until he had further informa- 
tion, but he entirely agreed that it 
was along those lines the problem 
ought to be investigated. He 
thought the British Government had 
alsd, to some extent, been investi- 
gating the possibility of arriving at 
equivalent values, - taking into ac- 
count other factors besides tonnage;
